Eighty-six arrests for vagrancy 
during July boosted the total 
those apprehended to 178 which is 
@n increase of 68 over June, accord- 
ing to the monthly report of the 
police department forwarded to city 
commissioners Thursday by Police 
Chief A. G. Shute. Misconduct and 
misdemeanor ran heavy during July 
with higher figures all round than 
preceeding months of the year 

One person was killed and 15 in- 
jured in 167 accidents investigated 
by the traffic squad and a man- 
slaughter 
by the Crown when a coroner's jury 
returned a verdict of accidental 
death in the case of the one street 
fatality. Over 100 motorists were 
checked up during July, two for 
driving while intoxicated, 75 for 
speeding and three for negligent 
driving. 

Fines payable to the city made up 
from traffic and liquor cases to- 
talled $480 paid while $520 remain- 
ed unpaid, the convicted persons 
electing to do time in jail rather 
than loosen up the purse strings. 

Goods to the value of $17,455 
were stolen in the 156 thefts in- 
vestigated by the detective depart- 
ment, which recovered $13,777 
worth. Auto thefts jumped to 13 
for the month 

Cases under probe by city detec- 
tives included abandonment of a 
baby, arson, counterfeit money, sui- 
cides, forgeries, poisonings, attemp- 
ted murder, threats to kill, wound- 
ing, seduction, indecent exposure 
and other major crimes. 

More than 1,500 additions were 
made to the bureau of identifica- 
tion, 510 new sets of fingerprints 
and photographs being filed. 

During July the Coroner looked 
into five deaths, three accidental, 
one natural and one suicide.

Advances First Charge On 
Grain Next After Thresh- 
and and Taxes 


Due to the fact that various cre- 
dit institutions are supplying binder 
twine to farmers on the promise of 
a grain grower to give security on 
his gMmin when threshed, the Al- 
berta government sees no necessity 
for making advances to farmers for 
binder twine, according to an an 
nouncement made Thursday by Act- 
ing Premier Hon. George Hoadley 

Mr. Hoadley's statement in this 
connection follows 

“During the harvest season in the 
years 1931-32 it was found advis- 
able to make an arrangement with 
the banks whereby certain accounts 
were guaranteed by tiie government 
so that binder twine might be read- 
ily available to those farmers to 
|} whom the banks refused to give 
credit without such a guarantee. In 
order to obviate the necessity of 
continuing this policy the govern- 
ment considered the whole qu°stion 
and introduced legislation at last 
session which was passed by the 
house making provision whereby 
advances for binder twine became 
a first charge on the grain next 
after threshing bills and taxes 

“Further the government has been 
in communication with the Premier 
of Manitoba and finds that the crop 
there is practically all cut, and 
that the government has not guar- 
anteed any accounts or taken any 
part in the securing of binder twine 
The same situation prevails in Sas- 


katchewan except that the crop is 
only partially cut 

“Under the Bank Act the banks 
are entitled to advance money for 


binder twine on the promise of a 
farmer to give security therefore on 
his grain when threshed. The ordin- 
ary credit institutions which con- 
trol finance exist for the purpose of 
supplying credits such as this, and 
in view of the fact that the situa- 
tion is being taken care of in the 
other provinces without the inter- 
vention of those governments, this 
government cannot see any neces- 
sity for its intervention.”

Again, con- 
rider the Big Bull Market in 1928 | 
and 1929. The stock exchange is | 
riddled with pools and “insiders” 
to be sure, and thus far from a free | 
market, but in a general way prices 
rose in those years because of a 
mounting public demand, The “law” 
of supply and demand was in oper- 
ation, broadly speaking.
